New Zealand is, or rather was, the 


homo of these wonderful and gigautio 
birds called moas by tho natives, and 
dinoris gigunleus and dinornis clcphant- 
opis by scientists, which reach way back 
into the post-pliocene period (tho birds, 
not the scientists), belonging to tho 
quaternary epoch towards the close or 
end of the glacial period, and which 
have become extinct within the memory 
of man. Tho bird is spoken of iu the 
traditions of the natives, and the last 
living moa is said by them to havo lived 
in Poverty Bay District, in the North 
Island, and when resting to have stood 
on one foot with its beak always turned 
to the quarter in. which the wind blew. 
The feathers of the bird wore said to be 
very beautiful and to have boon used 
for ornament by tho native chieftains. 
There arc fourteen species of this bird 
of which the fossil remains havo beeu 
discovered (many moro may be found 
in the. future) ; all are now extinct. The 
largest of these is tho dinornis giganteus 
(huge bird), probably twelve feet high, 
possibly fifteen or sixteen feet 
Tho 


tibia, or thigh hone, has beeu fouud 
nearly a yard long and as thick as that 
of a horse; and an egg was also found, 
still well preserved, over a, foot long 
and nine inches in diameter, which 
would hold two gallons. Theso birds 
are all wingless, with two enormously 
powerful hind limbs (the forward limbs 
or wings being rudimentary), adapted 
for running. The dinornis elephantopis 
was of even heavier build, had toe bones 
as largo as those of an elephant (threes 
toes on each foot), their feet were big 
enough to fill those mysterious three- 
toed footprints of tho triastic sandstone 
in the Connecticut Valley, which have 
caused so much wonder, for nothing 
could be found to fill them in the forma- 
tion in which they were imprinted. They 
stood out in bold relief, only a three-toed 
footprint, and nothing moro. 
It is 


known that these birds have become 
ox tinct at a comparatively recent date, 
because bones have been found with 
feathers attached 
and with pieces 


of horny skin sticking to the legs. The 
dodo, a clumsy old fellow of about fifty 
pounds weight, has died out within tho 
last two centuries, and the apteryx, a 
bird like itself aud no other, is fast 
leaving us. The apteryx is tho highest 
representative of the" warm blooded 
class of animals that lived in New Zea- 
land before the introduction of inan. 
(The term "introduction of man" is 
Professor Owen's, and you will notice 
now cautious he is. It is anch a vexed 
question how, when and where man 
first came upon the earth, that the 
learned Professor handles it carefully.) 
In Madagascar tho remains of n bird 
larger than any of these have been late- 
ly discovered, also wingless—the apior- 
nis maxinms (tall bird.) 
With the 


bones have been found eggs three times 
as large as an ostrich egg. 
Two other 


species, similar but smaller, have been 
found so closely resembling the Now 
Zealand dinornis that some geologists 
say that these two regions, now so far 
apart (1,000 miles) were onco united,

New Zealand is remarkably healthy 
and Madagascar is remarkably un- 
healthy, etu.

history of Madagascar, taken principal- 
ly from materials aud papers sont here 
by missionaries to that island in the 
early part of this century, it u said: "A 
bird of the ostrich kind is reported to 
frequent tho most desert places of tho 
island," and adds " that tho story which 
Marco Paulo refers to may aot bo with- 
out foundation." The story la briefly 
this: "Thu people of (he island report 
that at certain seasons of tho year 
an 
extraordinary bird oomos from 


tho southern regions, and that it was 
so largo and strong that it could seize 
an elephant iu its talons, lift it in the 
*ir aud dash it to tho ground in order 
to kill it and eat it. the quill part of 
the feathors was said to be two hand 
breadths' wide." Ttt9 people call this 
ba-d tho "_Rukh^" _ Sqjnuchi fpr_Marco 
Paulo. 
Now, In au Arab or a Persian 


dictionary, " Rukh" is defined as the 
name of a monstrous bird which was 
powerful enough to carry off a rhinoce- 
ros, and the editor of "Marco Paulo" 
said that " tho existence of such a bird 
was universally credited in the East." 
Now, 
it is proved by these recent el is. 


wveries that such a monstrous bird did 
really exist, though not so largo as the 
fables say, and the elephant story 
would, ofcourse.be exaggerated, though 
i£ our own eagle can carry off a lamb'or 
a child to his inaccessible nest, I do not 
sea why a so much larger bird esouldnot 
carry off a proportionately larger ani- 
mal, and this same epiornis maximus 
probably furnished or was tho original 
roo of Sinbad tho Sailor, so that there is 
most likely, at least so far as the bird 
is concerned, a grain of truth in that 
fanciful and fascinating narrative. We 
now know, at any rato, that a bird did 
exist large enough and strong enough 
to hava carried Sinbad a long distance. 


The rocks of Madagascar are chiefly 


primitive, hugo masses of granite and 
syenite, poro quartz, large blocks of 
exquiaito rose-colorod quartz, chalce- 
dony, marblo, also saneistona and lime- 
stone, soma volejaaic rocks and coral. 
One writer speaks of finding a piece of 
limestone containing a fossu which ho 
supposed to be a flattenejd serpent' it 
was probably ono of the coded ammo- 
nites whicU used to bo taken for ser- 
pents. 


Tho animals of the post pliocene were 


very numerous and often immense. 
iirst, thore wore marsnpials or kano-a- 
roo-liko forms only of great size. Think 
?LS lnmP,',"K' ka"garoo-like creature 
long, and tno reati tS -^.ur~..»-*_ 
other branch of this family is supposed 
to ba related to that peculiar animal 
called the native devil of Van Dicman's 
Land, only much larger, ono tooth be- 
ing two and a quarter inches around. 
Australia claims tho most old-fashioned 
animals—animals nearer old typos. 
"The animals and plants both have an 
aspect like the Eoeeno tertiary, and 
very low forms of man exist on that 
part of the globe," while the natives of 
New Zealand, only two miles away, aro 
unusually intelligent, well developed 
physically and and quite poetical in their 
ideas. 
Many birds with long tongues, 


enabling them to suck honey from flow- 
ers with deep cups, have died out since 
the advent of bees, introduced by white 
people—the bees lie concealed in the 
llowera and sting tho birds. 
The na- 


tives say they are being crowded out by 
civilization in like manner.

There were also in these times gigan- 


tic sloths, ant-eaters and armadillos. 
Fancy a sloth eighteen feet long, with 
a thigh bone three times as thick as an 
elephant's, and with forefeet a yard 
long and the toes armed with strong, 
curved claws. It has boon shown as 
far as may be, that this huge creature 
sat upon its haunches and stiff tail, and 
grasped the limb of a treo with its pow- 
erful arms and either tore it up by the 
roots or wrenched off tho branches and 
fod upon the twigs and leaves. There 
were armadillos more than nine feet 
long (the utmost length of a mojorn 
armadillo is about three feet and the 
modern animal has an advantage over 
its giant predecessor in having jointed 
bands in its shell so that it can roll it- 
self up). Other animals were the woolly 
rhinoceros, Irish elk, with wide branch- 
ing horns, ten feet from tip to tip, deer, 
a horse, (you aec we are coming near 
to man, only a few thousand years), the 
urus, or wild bull, which lasted till after 
man came and down to the twelfth 
century, and the European bisou, or 
auochs, which played with the masto- 
dons and mammoths, and still lives; 
though thcro is only one place where it 
cau be found, and that is in the province 
o£ Lithuania in Europe, where it is pre- 
served by protective laws. In this 
country the Rocky Mountain sheep, 
sometimes called big horn from its im- 
mense horns, is now rarely seen and 
then only in the wildest and most inac- 
cessible spots. 


The bones of man have also been found 


in some cave deposits .of the poat-plio- 
cena, but at what time he made his ap-

earance is still a matter of conjecture, 
a Asia, also, sometimes called " the ] 
cradle of the human race," n groat 
many bones of oxtinct animals have been 
found, also fossil ferns, corals, etc.

England's Big Naval Gun. 


The 100-ton gnu ;tt Woolwich was 


tested by one discharge on September 
IB, in tho presence of a large number of 
officials and other visitors. This huge 
weapon, ivhicn, to be exact weighs 101 
tons, is 31 feet long, with a diameter at 
the breach ot 6 feet G inches, tapering ofl' 
to 5 feet G inches at the muzzle. When a 
lever was touched the prim rose adove the 
parrappt and swung around to the oppo- 
site point of the compass. The charge 
was '125 pounds p£ pebble powder and 
the projectile weighed 2,051 pounds, was 
¥1% inches iu diameter and nearly 3 
feet long. The first of a series of tests 
was perfectly satisfactory. 


HON. 
GEORGE GEDDES gives, in the 


Country Gentleman, tho following meth- 
od of making what he considers tho 
best farm gate: 
Take two boards 


twelve feet by six inches for top and 
bottom; three intermediate ones twelve 
feet by five inches; one for main brace 
thirteen feet by six inches; to reach 
from upper hinge (at top of gate) to 
foot of latch post; one twelve feet by 
four inches to cover all top of gate; 
two four feet and four inches by six 
inches for hinge post: five same length 
by four inches for latch post and three 
vertical braces. He makes the spaces, 
counting from the top, eight, seven, sii, 
and five inches, discarding any hinge 
projecting above the gate, and binding 
all well together by a strong hinge at 
the top, around tho uprights and the 
end ot tike lunge being well bolted. 


DR.- COOPER, in Eraser's Magazine, 
argues that only those eye-glasses that 
are made of the purest glass can be con- 
sidered safe—specks, rays, globules, or 
other imperfections, are detrimental. 
Though more costly,pcbbles possess two 
important advantages, namely: extreme 
hardness, renderingitdifliculttoscratch 
or break them, and clearness, never be- 
coming dull from moisture; and they 
are also thought to be cooler than other 
glass. To be good and true the glasses 
should likewise be, in all their parts, »f 
an equal thickness in proportion to their 
convexity, as -well as of an equal form. 
Another and easily applied test of true 
glasses is that of holding them ob- 
liquely over print, all the letters of 
which will be found to preserve their 
true character if the classes are correct.

The dread of social and 


business ostracism is a great bar to 
loose business methods. Debt is one of 
he unpardonable sins. To the singu- 
lar mind of the Chinaman running in 
debt is a far more heinous offense than 
disembowelling your worst enemy or 
abandoning; your best friend in case of 
sickness: It is an outcropping of tho 
eminently practical mind in which spir- 
ituality finds no cranny for lodgment, 
and hard materialism rules, unsweet- 
ened by sentiment, unlighted by any 
fugitive gleam of imagination or humor. 
The festival is heralded by great prep- 


arations and arouses an interest which 
the apathetic Celestial seldom manifests 
in any mun'dane matter. For days be- 
fore the great event the curbstone deal- 
ers in poultry arid pork are overwhelmed 
with business. The door posts of many 
of the shops of rich merchants receive 
a fresh coat of vivid red paint, while 
the walls of the interior tako on a sky- 
blue . tint. Improvised sideboards are 
put up, spangled with fancy tinsel paper, 
and loaded with nuts, candies and cooked 
meats. Along the outer walls are hung 
rows of large lanterns, painted in all 
colors and adorned with those curious 
ligures, which may represent the fauna 
of the Confucian age, but which have 
no living counterparts in the beasts of 
Celestial fields or the fishes in Celestial 
waters.

A CORRESPONDENT of the Country 


Gentleman gives the following directions 
for keeping cider sweet: First, take only 
well-ripened sound apples, and crush 
and extract the juice. Let the pomace 
lie a few hours before pressing. Have 
everything with which the pomace or 
juice comes in contact sweet and clean. 
Strain the juice through a filter, as fol- 
lows : On the top put a layer of clean 
straw, below line gravel, or coarse sand 
washed free of dirt, and beneath flannel 
cloth. 
Such a filter will take out all 


particles of pomace, etc., which cause 
decay. Having the apple juice pure, 
put it in a kettle and bring it to a boil, 
skimming off all scum which rises dur- 
ing the proeess. While the cider is still 
hot or warm, you can bottle it as yon 
would fruit to preserve it. Bottles may 
be made tight by corking and sealing 
the same by dipping the corks into a 
composition of rosin and tallow melted. 
The main thing in the preservation is to 
keep it from the air perfectly. 
The 


juice of grapes and other fruits may be 
preserved in the same way. 
It is es- 


sential in all these that the product be 
kept in a cool place, of near even tem- 
perature. Unfermented wine, or juice of 
the grape, is made and preserved in this 
way, 
and is better and more healthful 


than wine made in any other way.

nations of the world to come and sojourn 
here.
